The Chinese Question. 



£ John Chinaman went to Australia 
and met with a poll-tax of ten pounds 
Bterling. Ho came io the "United 
States and Undo Sam "went for the 
heathen Chineo." Our Republican 
neighbours boast, inordinately per- 
haps, that theirs is tho "freest country 
in all creation." On their national 
banner is emblazoned the doctrine, 
"All men are free and equal,"— a doc- 
trine with which, however, practice 
has not been always in accord. It 
must be admitted that, in so far as its 
naturalization laws are concerned, it 
is freo enough. The more conserva- 
tive British mind has been accustomed 
to think of it as too free, aud British 
statesmen hava not hesitated to pre- 
dict contraction in these respects. 
That prediction is about to bo fulfill- 
ed* Tho influx of considerable num- 
bers of Chineso has given ride to much 
thought and discussion as to whether 
there was not excessive freedom— 
whether tho national door to citizen- 
ship had not been opened too wide. 
That discussion is now about to cul- 
minate in an affirmative proposition. 
In the Presidential Message, promul- 
gated last month, the propriety of 
closing the door sufficiently to exclude 
tho tail-wearing race was suggested, 
and, as the reader will have seen, a 
Bill was introduced into both Houses 
of Congross.on tho 13th inst,with that 
object. That the Bill will pass thero 
seems little reason to doubt. That 
"all the Pacific coast Senators, Repre- 
sentatives and Delegates now in "Wash- 
ington have united" in "earnestly urgr 
ing" the passage of the measure is 
certainly not surprising. It is on tho 
Pacific Coast that the evil has culmin- 
ated. In all this there is a valuablo 
practical lesson for 'Columbia— for 
Canada. This Province is, equally 
with its neighbours, exposed to the 
Mongolian blight— has already begun 
to feel its internal workings. When 
the "freest country in all creation"— 
a people among whom "liberty" has 
in some respects run riot, takes such 
a ratrogreusive stops as the result of 
matured thought and experience, it 
may well be asked, "Can we afford to 
be more liberal than our powerful 
neighbour in thisrespect?" There are, 
indeed, many points of difference be- 
tween tho United States and Canada, 
between California and Columbia; but 
we contend that every one of these 
points furnisbos an argument against 
the hypothesis that we can afford to 
be more liberal than our neighbours. 
The action of the United States also 
sweeps away what may be designated 
the international objection so frequent- 
ly urged. Hitherto attempts to grap- 
ple with the Asiatic evil have been met 
by the objection that international 
treaties would not permit exception&l 
legislation as against these people. 
But when we find the United States, 
with treaty relations and obligations 
similar to our own in this respect, re- 
sorting to legislation for tho exclusion 
of Chinesefrom citizenship it is hardly 
presumable that our expounders of 
international law will persist in that 
line of objection. Thero is another 
point deserving of consideration. If 
Columbia should continue to keep her 
door open to the Mongolian race when 
her neighbour's is eloBed,she may ex- 
pect te bo inundated. It is for Col- 
umbia, for Canada, to consider how 
far she can, with safety or advantage, 
afford to admit to citizenship, to the 
Ballot-box, a race rejected by a cer- 
tainly not over fastidious neighbour. 
- The whole subject is a serious ono.ono 
calling for careful thought and patriot- 
ic action. It is certainly not one 
which should be approached in a spirit 
of faction. 

"Muoh Ado about Nothing." 

Jack Frost having placed his senl on 
tho Fraser, tho mail steamer was corn poll- 
ed to resort to tho open harbor of Burranl 
Inlet. Such ■ contingency was, in all 
likelihood, liorer conteinpluted by Mr. 
Dowo when drawing up, or by Mr. LewiB 
when signing, the contract for tho mail 
sorvica botwoen Burrard Inlet and thu 
"Royal City." At anyrato, no provision 
appears to havo be»n rnado for it. Well, n.B 
wa said, tho mail steamer go«» to tho Inlet; 
the mails are landed, and tho contractor 
demurs to «»rrying over nino miles of ex- 
cellent road a bag or two of extra mail 
matter, alleging that all ho contracted to 
carry was tho ordinary Iulot mails. Tho 
result is a iov hours' delay in tho mails 
reaching their destination. The lltmld 
(one of tho paid organB of the Provincial 
Government) theroupon scolds like an 
old Fishwifo about "(Irifc outrage, " 
"scandalous swindle" and tho like, mid 
winda up two long articlos in ono iwsuo 
on tho subject by a most wanton attaok 
upon tho Federal representative for tho 
District, intimating that ho "will go to 
to Ottawa and toll Mr. Mnokonaie thnt tho 
poople are quite satisfied with the mail 
iorvice." 'Ibis is not tho first time the 
samo poper has rendered ilsolf cxtremoly 
ridiculous in relation to mail matters. It 
would have occurred to most sensible 
porsons uudor similar ojrcnmstoncoH that 
tho true policy was to tido over the littlo 
difficulty as quietly as possiblo. But, 
then our coDtumporary is not a sonaiblii 
Morion; and, besides, it is required by its 
paymasters to rail igal&st tho "Grits," 
and it niitfM hay* to wait longer foe a I 



bettor occasion. It will doubtless be 
highly gratifying to tho organ to loarn 
that "tho ohoson advocate of our inter- 
ests" bad tho littlo difficulty arising out 
of thounoxpoctod freezing of tho Frasor, 
and for which probably nobody but Jnok 
Frost was really to blame, satisfactorily 
niTunged before leaving this city, and 
thnt these dreadful "Grits" won't commit 
tho "scandalous outrage" of asking the 
"poor contractor" to carry an extra bag 
without extra pay.

The Nevr Postal Treaty with tho 
United States. 



PART OF THE TREATY IN FORCE 
NOW ! 

-Tho following is tho agreement lately 
made between tun Post otlieo authorities 
of Canada and the United States: 

"For the purpose of placing tho com- 
munications by post between the United 
titatos and tho Dominion of Canada upon 
the most liberal and advantageous basis 
the following arrangements have been, 
•greed upon, to bo carried into effect on 
ihe 1st of January, 1875, or as soon there- 
after as tho necessary measures can bo 
perfected for putting them into opera- 
tion: 

. "First. The unification of tho postal 
systems of tho two countries iu respect 
to correspondence exchanged between 
them, each country to forward and deliv- 
er, free of charge, correspondence of nil 
kinds, writton and printed, received from 
the other, which correspondence must iu 
all cases be prepaid at tho established 
•domestic rates of the country of origin. 

"Second. Each country will transmit 
"the domestic mails of tho othor in closed 
pouoheti through its territory, free of 
•charge, by its ordinary mail routes. 

Third. No account shall bo kept be- 
tween the Post Oflico Departments of the 
two countries iu regard to international 
correspondent of any kind exchanged 
between them; each Dopartment retain- 
ing to its exclusive use all tho postage it 
collects on mad matter sent to the othor 
for delivery. 

"Fourth. It is understood to bo the 
• desire and intention of our respective 
Post Offioa Departments that the provis- 
ions of this agreement shall extend to an 
. international money order exchange as 
•oon as practicable. 

''Fifth. Tho provisions of this agroo- 
rnont, as far as it relates to tho rato of 
letter postage, will bo carried into effect 
on the 1st of February , 1875. 

"Sixth. All provisions of tho oxisting 
Postal Convention inconsistent with Hub 
arrangement are hereby abrogated. 

"Seventh. Formal articles embodying 
the provisions of this agreement shall be 
prepared for execution as soon as possi- 
ble. "W. H. Griffin, 

"Deputy Postmaster-Genoral of Canada, 
"Acting for and subject to tho ap- 
proval of the Postmaster-Goneral 
"of U>n*da. 

Marshall Jewell, 
"Postmaster-General" 

Tho Postmaster-General has issued tho 
following instructions, by tolegraph, to 
the Post Oflico Inspectors and Postmas- 
ters of city offices: 

"Ottawa, Dec. 31st, 1874. 

"'The following mutter received from 
tho United States is to be delivered froo 
of postage on niul after tho 1st of Janua- 
ry: All United States newspapers, whe- 
ther sent from ofiieo of publication or 
. transient, and u.11 United States magazines 
and periodicals sent from oflico of publi- 
cation. 

"(Signed)' D. A. Macdonald, 

"Postmaster-Goneral." 
From this latter announcement it will 
be seen that the agreement has already- 
taken effect as far as newspapers are con- 
cerned. Tho Canadian postal authorities 
contemplate tho creation of a system by 
■which newspapers directed from tho of- 
fices of publication will, in cities where 
the froo delivory system is in force, bo 

" distributed to regular subscribers without 
ahargo. A portion of tho scheme is to 
■establish a rate of newspaper postage 
which will be merely nominal, to be 
charged at so much per pound, prepaid 
by tho publisher, bo that a small, light 
newspaper will bo at no disadvantage as 

* eomparod with largo and heavy ones, and 
that this privilege will extend to newspa- 
pers going to the United Statos. 

A Washington despatch, after remark- 
ing that it is useful to havo a business 
man at tho head of tho Post Oflico De- 
partment, says that tho ovent of a dull 
day last week was tho conclusion of a 
Postal Troaty with tho Dominion, and 
adds: 

The Assistant Postmaster-General of 
the Dominion oamo to Washington at the 
roquoHt of Mr. Jewell, and tho postal 
treaty was negotiated hero. It was laid 
bofora the Cabinet to-day and at once 
approved, and was feigned this evening. 
It is estimated that under the now ar- 
rangement our Government will loso not 
mora than 820,000 per annum, whilo tho 
convenience and business interest of the 
people will ho greatly advanced. Jt is 
possible that a similar arrangement will 
bo perfected with Mexico aftor a whilo, 
and the aea ratoon letters to Caba is also 
to bo lowerod. Tho Postmaster-General 
is also desirous to establish a weekly slow 
mail to England, under which a. throe- 
cent postage stamp would carry a lotter 
from any part of tho Unitud States to any 
part of Great Britain and Ireland. Tho 
double rato would still bo called for on 
lottore sent by fast stoamers, but tho 
einglo rate would boa saving and conveni- 
ence to thousands of tho poorer people 
who hare friends in tho old country. Mr. 
Jewell thinks ho can got a slow mail car- 
ried for 8-10 per ton, and that this would 
anable him to arrange for three-cent ocean 
postage."— Toronto Mail.

The Keliixed Terms. 

We hear that a caucus of Mainland 
mon, how in Victoria, has mot and dis- 
cussed a proposition to oppose the Re- 
laxed Terms which Mr.Walkem is bring- 
ing back. With rospect to tho Terms 
themselves wo are now in a position to 
stato that dispatches woro received four 
weeks ago by tho Local Govornmont ( an- 
nouncing tho correctness of tho Terms as 
published in the Toronto Globe] and re- 
published in The Colonist. 

Destruction by Fire of the 
California Deaf and Dumb 
Asylum • 

Oakland, January 17th. — Tho Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Institute was totally 
destroyed by firo this evening. Loss, 
S200.000. Tho children woro all saved 
unharinod. The fire broke out in tho 
roof from sparks from tho kitchen ohim- 
ney, and the ilanios spread with such 
rapidity that there was no opportunity to 
savo much of tho furniture. Tho discov- 
ery of tho burning roof was mado about 
ton minutes past 4 o'clock, and tho Su 
periutendent, Mr. Wilkinson, and his 
assistants, at onco set to work to romovo 
tho children, of whom there werobolweon 
ninety and ono hundred. TheBo were 
taken temporarily into tho workshops, 
and subsequently removed to oom fort- 
able quarters in tho houses of neighbor- 
ing families, to the University boarding 
house and to McOluro's Military Acade- 
my. The children woro without head 
covering and used bod spreads instead of 
hats. Tho flames worn visible in Oakland 
and tho report that tho Inutituto was on 
fire created a great deal of oxoitomont. 
Hundreds of people wont out on tho cars 
and in privato conveyances of all kinds 
for tho purpose of rondoring assistance. 
The Suporiutendent received offers of 
shelter and assistance for the children 
from all sides, as great anxiety was felt 
on bohalf of tho unfortunates. About 
half an hour aftor the fire broke out the 
roof foil in and soon aftor tho entiro 
woodwork of the building was ono solid 
mass of flames. Tho stone walls romain- 
ed standing until about half-past six 
o'clock, when ono after another they 
toppled over and fell. Some of the shops 
woro burned.

had stolen a bottle of spirits from him. 
The casa was romandod. 

Peter Mitchell. 3d mate of theCamelot, 
was charged by his captain with insub- 
ordination, desertion and refusing to do 
duty Mr. Drake appearad for the Cap- 
tain, and Mr. McElman for Mitchell, who 
■vvasromanded for three days. 

The Mails. — Tho mails from tho Col 
umbia river bar have been very much 
bohind hand during the past two weoks. 
Monday's mail waa brought down on tho 
wost side of tho river, until somowhero 
near Kalama, and thero the mail, tho car- 
rier and a passenger orossed tho ri^er in 
a boat. Tho river was frozen over, but 
the boat broke through the ioa Moat. A 
man was hired to pack, on hor6tback, to 
Kalama, the four saoks of mail. From 
Kalama the mail was brought to Tonino 
by rail, and from Tenino it was oarriod 
to thin city on tho regular stage lino.

English Mail. 

Pious valentines uro advertised in 
the religioug newspapers in London 
and other English cities. 

It lias been decided in Loudon to 
let Temple Bar remain for the present. 
It has been shored up. 

It is stated somi-oflicinlly that the 
British Government is about to un- 
dertake a complete survey of tho Coast 
of Labrador. 

Tho Council of the Royal Agricul- 
tural Society of Ireland have deter- 
mined to offer prizes for tho best man- 
aged farm in tho Province in which 
the society's show will be held in each 
year. 

The issue of tobacco, duty free, to 
the seamen on board Her Majesty's 
ships will, it is said, bo discontinued 
unless tho men ceaso to take it on 
shore in such quantities as to amount 
to "smuggling." 

George Waddington, formerly well- 
known as a police-officer, died recent- 
ly at tho ago of 78. The deceased 
originally distinguished himself as a 
Bow-street runner, and was afterwards 
a gaoler at Hat ton and Clarkenwall 
successively. Through continually 
wearing Jack-boots, lie becamo known 
to thieves as "Old Boots." He is 
said to havo boon tho original of the 
gaoler Gruinmer in "Oliver Twist." 
Twenty years ago ho retired from ser- 
vice on a pension of £53 a year. 

In the curly days of the London 
"Times," the announcements of 
births, death's, and marriages were 
made without charge, and the senders 
were thanked for their communica- 
tions. In course of years a change 
was inado for the announcements in 
question, and tho column was play- 
fully made ovor to tho then proprie- 
tor's wife, as her source of pocket 
money. The product of such a column 
would now suflico to maintain a mid- 
dle-class household, dowor the daugh- 
ters, establish the sons, and secure a 
handsome assurance to tho widow. 

Tho British expenditure against the 
Dulllas, in Northern India, is progres- 
sing rapidly, although much valuable 
time has been lost through tho neces- 
sity for making roads a part of the 
way. A lino of outposts has already 
been occupied from Johing on tho east 
to Behall on the west, extending along 
a front of seventy-live and eighty 
miles, the posts being from six to six- 
teen miles apart, being on cither flank 
of Hurmuttee, tho point chosen as the 
advanced depot of the force. One hun- 
dred aud forty men will occupy each 
of these outposts, which, although on- 
ly posts of observation, still are strong 
enough to hold their own in tho posi- 
tion taken up, and the fact of their 
being thore, it is calculated will pre- 
vent the Dulllas from attempting to 
dash through in any force, A tole^ 
gram dated Tempore, Nov, 17, says 
tho Dulllas mean to fight, unci that 
they aro arming and stockading. 

In consequence of repealed acts aud 
threats of violence,, the wealthy coun- 
ty of Month, in Ireland, was amongst 
those placed some years ago under the 
provisions of what ia known as tho 
Peuoo Preservation Act. Throe weeks 
ago, in compliance with tho request of 
tho Viceroy, about -10 of the magis- 
trates met to consider whetbor the 
provisions of this Act need still be en- 
forced, when it was unanimously re- 
solved that there should be no repeal 
of any of tho Acts of Parliament, nor 
revocation of any of tho proclamations 
in forco in tho county. Mouth is for 
its size tho wealthiest non -manufactur- 
ing county in Ireland and its richest 
grazing ground. There arc; a large 
number of affluent gentry living i n tho 
county, which ought to be extremely 
prosperous, but the value of the ground 
for grazing has led to tho refusal of 
landlords to renew loasos to farmery 
for agricultural purposes, aud hence 
deep dissatisfaction. Relations of 
Cardinal Cullon aro anongsL the great- 
est graziers in tho county. 

It appears that the recent sinking 
of the La Plata, by which nearly sixty 
lives woro lost, was partly caused by 
hor being ovverladen. While tho Yes- 
sol was still lying at Victoria Dock, and 
beforo her supplies had been taken on 
board, Mr. Plimsoll, M. P., received nn 
ananymous letter calling Ins attention to 
the fact that she was already overladen 
with tolegraph cable, and asking him, 
as tho sailor's friend, to use his influence 
to prevent her going to sea iu tint dan- 
gerous condition. Mr. Plimsoll did all 
ho could to comply with tho request of 
his correspondent. He wrote to tho 
Board of Trade about the matter, asking 
it to instruct its officers to give special 
attention to the ease, and expressing the 
opinion that the information might bo 
trustworthy, and that his correspondent 
could probably not offord to run the risk 
of giving his name. Tho Board of Trade, 
however, declined to interfere because of 
the anonymous oharacter of tho commu- 
nication on which Mr. Plimsoll based his 
request. 

Bishop Colenso was announced to 
preach in York-st. Chapel, in London, ou 
a rocont Sunday, and a very large con- 
gregation assembled to hear him. Just 
before tho beginning of tho sermon the 
rector made tbi-j oiplanal ion: "No do ubt 
many of you camo hero this morning to 
hear the Bishop of Natal pruaoh, and I 
owo you some explanation of tho cause 
why hn is not bore to-day. I received 
last night, too late for mo to get any con- 
tradiction into the papers, a letter from 
tho Bisliop of London, stating that be had 
seen the advertisement, and that ho honed 
tho matter would bo quietly given IIP, as 
otherwise he would be obliged to direot 
his secretary to prepare an inhibition, 
and so stop the Bishop pr^ivbllhig here on 
this Sunday morning I answered that I 
regretted very greatly that His Lordship 
should feel it necessary Id lid this, but 
that Under the circumstances I could do 
nothing more than submit. Thereforo 
Dr. Colenso, the Bishop of Natal will not 
preach hero to-day," The announcement 
was rocoived with domoiiKtralioiiH of in- 
dignation, accompanied by loud hiusoB,

A By-Law to regulate the 
Election of a Mayor and 
Councillors for the City of 
Victoria, in the year 1875. 

Wrkbeab, the flrBt section of tho Municipality 
Amendment Act, 1871, provides (among other tilings) 
that in overy city, being a municipality, a Mayor 
shall be elected annually. And then: such election 
I take place at the same time and place ns tho nonii - 
Ration of Councillors, and the polling (if any) at such 
• lection shall be had and taken at such time and 
placo, or limea and places, ,a« tho Council shall by 
By-law appoint. 

And miEUEAS, by tho said Act it Is further provided 
that the voting for Councillors and Mayor, In every 
Municipality, shall bo by ballot: 

And wttKBEAS, it ts expedient that a time and place 
for tho election of a Mayor for the City of Victoria, 
for the Municipal year, now next 0">BUlng, shall he 
Uxpd.and that provisions should he made for the poll- 
ing (if any) of votes at tho said election: 

Be it therefore enacted by the Mayor and Council of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria as follows:-- 

1. The election of a M;iyorfor the Municipality of 
the City of Victoria shall tako placo at the same time 
as the election ol Councillors fur the said City: that 
is to say. on the second Monday in January next; and 
such election shall commence, at twelve o'clock noon
